RECENT DEATHS. 

LIEUTENANT CHARLES N. Cirnog, 3d U.S. Cavalry, 
died June 12at Arverne, L. 1, aged 31 years. For 
the past three years Lieut. Clinch had been sta- 
tioned at Fort Brown, Tex. He was taken ill in 
April with a facial carbuncie. The carbuncle 
healed, but blood poisoning followed. He was 
brought North about a month ago, and was taken 
to the sea shore at Arverne in the hope that the 
tonic effects of sea air might restore him to health. 
Lieut. Clinch was the son of Charles J. Clinch, of 
New York City, who for many years was the U. 8. 
Consul at Bordeaux, afterward was conneeted with 
the Paris house of A. T. Stewart and Co., and since 
his withdrawal from business has resided in Paris. 
Heis better known here as the principal heir of 
Mrs. Cornelia M. Stewart. Lieut. Clinch was born 
in New York, but went abroad at an early age, and 
was educated in the schools of France and England. 
Although he had every opportunity to pursue a 
mercantile career and bad before bim the prospect 
of considerable fortune, be determined that he 
would devote himself to the military service. Presi- 
dent Arthur gave him an appointment. He at once 
went to Fort Leavenworth and pursued the regular 
course of studies there, taking the first rank in the 
class at final examination. He was firat appointed a 
24 lieutenant ef infantry and, subsequently, at his 
own request, was transferred to the cavalry. His 
remains were buried at St. James, Long Island, be- 
side the bodies of bis grandfather and grandmother. 

Captars Jutivs E. Quentin, U.S. A., retired, 
who died at Grand Junction, Colo., June 14, went to 
the front in Marcb, 1862, as captain of the 103d New 
York Volunteers. In March, 1865, he was mustered 
out and at once appointed a Ist lieutenant of the 
veteran reserve corps, and in July, 1866, was ap- 
pointed a 2d lieutenant 45th U.S. Infantry. He was 
promoted Ist lieutenant 1867, transferred to the 14th 
Infantry in 1869, promoted chaplain in 1887, and was 
retired June 15, 1888, on account of disability in- 
curred in the line of duty.

DECISION BY THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


SrconD COMPTROLLER GILKERSON bas allowed the claim 
of Lieut. R. M. G. Brown, U. 8. N., fur the difference be- 
tween shore duty and sea duty pay while setving on the 
Alarm from Juve Li, 1878, to June 4, 1879. This action is 
taken on the ground tbut the order of the ment of 
1878. placing the officers of the Alarm on skore duty pay did 
not change the status of the vessel, and as as she re- 
mained in commission the officers attached to ber were on 
sea duty, according to the decisions of the Supreme Court 
in the Symonds’ and other receiving shio cases. p- 
troller, however, declines to grant the ration allowance 
claimed for the period named. 

It 1s pocnaepes that a numbcr of claims will come in under 
this ruling of the Comotroiler, for at the time the officers of 
the Alorm were placed on shore pay status, a freak of econ- 
omy bad struck the Navy Department, and officers of other 
vessels on special service were treated in the same manner. 

The attorneps interested in theBrown case bad hoped that 
the Comptrolier would fix some general rule for the settie- 
ment of all such claims, but on this point the Comptroller 
says: 

“I cannot adopt the suggestion of the attorneys that 
some uniform rule be laid down by the Auditor and Comp- 
troller which shall be applicable to all of these cases. To do 
so would be to make a rule oma class of claims the facts of 
which cannot be known until presented, and might lead to 
the allowance of some claims in confijct with the decisions 
of the courta. The only safe rule to adopt is to 
case upon the facts and evidence presented. That course 
— be doing justice to tbe claimants and the Govern- 
ment.”’

Committee has disposed of the House bill, No. 3865, 
to reorganize the artillery arm of the Service, in a 
manner that argues well for some much desired 
Army legislation, which the most sanguine had 
about given up for this session. The committee in 
deciding to report tavorably the artillery increase 
bill bas gone even further than was expected and 
has adopted as one amendment the three battalion 
infantry bill. The advocates of the latter measure 
are to be congratulated on the this move; it means 
a great deal. There is no other manner in which 
legislation in this direction could te accomplished 
this session. It is now reasonable to suppose that 
if the artillery bill passes the Senate, the outlook is 
decidedly favorable. Section 2 of the bill providing 
for the infantry reorganization as added by the 
committee will be carried through with it; for asa 
separate measure it was passed by the Senate two 
years ago, and as the personnel of the Senate has 
not changed materially since that time the same re 
sult may be again looked for. The joint bill once 
passed by the Senate it then becomes a matter for 
conference, unless the House should accept the Sen- 
ate amendment without further question. Consid- 
sidering that the House Military Committee has 
already authorized a favorable report on the three 
battalion infantry bill, it is not unlikely that the 
House will concur in the Senate amendment, but 
even allowing that it will not, it is almost certain 
that when the conferees come together the House 
members will yield to the action of the Senate. The 
conferees will be selected from the members of the 
two military committees, both of which are unani- 
mously in favor of the two projects, 

The following is the text of the new section 
added by the Senate committee to the artillery bill :

OFFICER AND MAN. 

To listen to current criticisms upon our Army and 
Navy one would imagine that these institutions 
were the only ones in which differences of rank and 
position, of habit and education, are suffered to di- 
vide men. Do the self righteous critics of the Ser. 
vices ignore such differences themselves? Are they 
not prevalent every where throughout American 
society? Outside of the Catholic church are not 
such distinctions maintained even in religious bod- 
ies, and among the Catholics obedience is ac- 
corded to the authority of the priesthood, and they 
form a class apart—distinct, if not exclusive. 

Hobbs sits in his shirt sleeves with the hired man 
at the table of his farmer father, but when he goes 
to New York and makes a turn in Wall street, does 
he follow a similar practice in his Marcotte fur- 
nished up-town mansion? Not even the dweller in 
a fifty dollar flat invites his maid of all work to 
share the hospitalities of the first table, and if she 
is a sensible girl she does not wish him to do so. 
Sensible men and women in every class prefer to 
keep within the circle where their position is recog- 
nized, and never seek for tolerance in another. 
There is no throne and no aristocracy in this coun- 
try, and no claim to superiority which anybody is 
compelled to recognize, but there are differences, 
and these differences divide men in the Services as 
they do every where out of it. Enlisted men who 
seek for occasion of offence against their officers and 
want to make trouble, may complain of these dis- 
tinctions, but good soldiers never do, and they are 
entirely compatible with the most cordial feeling 
between officer and mau. No good officer will seek 
to deprive an enlisted man in the smallest degree of 
his just right. No good soldier refuses to accord 
to his officer the respect and deference due to his 
position of command and authority. The fact that 
they meet only in the line of official duty, and do 
not hob-nob together and play hail-fellow-well-met 
one with another implies no lack of mutual respect 
and good will. Distancedivides between a gang of 
workmen and their foreman; as responsibility in- 
creases the distance widens until we reach the 
President, who at the most can maintain personal 
relations with only a few hundred of the sixty-five 
millions who claim equality with him in free Ameri- 
can citizenship. 

The merchant does not invite his employees home 
to dine with him when the day’s work is done; the 
bank president does not keep open house for his 
tellers and bookkeepers; nor does even the ordained 
representative of Him who ate with publicans and 
sinners invite to his table the honest stoker 
who sits ina free pew and whose grimy hands, 
as his pastor well knows, may accompany the 
whitest of souls. 

In short, it is in the Army and Navy as every- 
where else: differences of position, of education, 
of taste, of social acquaintance, and even of dress 
divide, but honest, well-meaning, faithful, self- 
respecting men in every position receive due honor 
and find no cause to complain of ill-treatment or 
want of respect for them and their position. There 
may be here and there an officer who respects him- 
self so little that he fails to give to the enlisted man 
the treatment he has aright to ask, but such an 
officer is followed by the scorn and contempt of his 
fellows. If Congress and the President would only 
say hands off, we should be willing to give a guar- 
antee that the Service would in time rid itself of 
every such fellow, without civilian criticism or in- 
terference. 


A GLANCE at the Navy Register shows that on 
January 1 there were attached to the Ooast and 
Geodetic Survey fifty-one line officers, thirty-one of 
the grade of ensign, and twenty-one with less than 
three years’ seniority. The junior graduates of the 
Naval Academy turnish, therefore, two-thirds of 
the watch officers of the survey, and when we add 
those who are doing similar duty on board the 

and those attached to the Fish Commission, 


be found that forty-four per cent, of the last 
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ithree graduating classes are employed in lines not 
directly connected with the Naval Service. Surely, 
iin view of this state of affairs, the recent regulation 
«circular issued by Secretary Tracy forbidding de- 
itails of this sort has come none too soon. The 
-young graduate’s duty is first of all to the Navy 
‘proper, and should be performed upon cruising 
wessels-of-war. His value to the Coast Survey, as 
‘well as to the Navy, will be greatly enhanced by 
ithe enforcement of the Secretary’s order and a 
change in the present system. It is a mistake to 
‘permit young officers to get their first experience in 
responsible positions in the Coast Survey, where 
‘the methods of doing duty are, and necessarily so, 
entirely different from those on board a cruiser. If 
‘the majority of our cruisers are of an antiquated 
itype, the character of their discipline is the same 
.as if they were allof the latest brand, and the 
iproper ideas of subordination and of devotion to 
;sea duty as (what should be) the chief part and 
ipride of the naval officer’s profession cannot be 
gained in other service than that afforded by regu- 
lar cruisers, even though they be of ancient con- 
struction and armament. It has been the great 
misfortune of the Navy for the last ten or more 
years, that the paucity of vessels has tended to put 
sea service at a discount and to elevate shore duty 
at its expense. With the advent of the new Navy 
and an increase in the number of vessels, it is to be 
hoped that a change will come. The circular under 
consideration will certainly have a tendency in the 
right direction. There are cases of two little sea 
duty scattered a long way up the Navy list. 








CoMPLAINT is made that guard duty, as contem- 
plated by the Regulations upon the subject, is not 
‘always well performed in the Army. This is, no 
doubt, due to the frequency with which it is im- 


posed. At many posts officers, as well as men, are | 


ealled upon to ‘‘ march on guard” with such brief 
intervals ‘‘ off” that the duty becomes irksome. 
‘The imstruciion and discipline of the soldier, which 
is the chief purpose of guard duty, is too often lost 
sight of in over-zealous efforts to protect Government 
property and enforce post orders. In one of the 
great armies of Continental Europe the soldier is 
instructed in fixing and unfixing his bayonet among 
his first lessons in the manual of arms, and when 
this is once thoroughly understood, further instruc- 
tion and drill, in this particular, ceases. It would 
scarcely be proper to adopt this method in acquaint- 
ing the soldier with the duties of a sentinel, but 
the too frequent repetition of guard daty with this 
purpose in view is the extreme in the other direc- 
tion. Once in ten days, three times in e2ch month, 
and thirty-six times yearly, would certainly afford 
ample opportunity for the instruction of officers ane 
men in the performance of guard duty and would 
insure its careful execution and the rigid applica- 
tion of existing regulations upon this subject. Sen- 
tinels should not be transformed into watchmen, 
guards maintained for the primary purpose of 
protecting and guarding public property, and offi- 
cers and men required to watch storehouses and 
corrals, ordinarily safe under lock and key. Night 
duty, at best, is severe, and ‘after midnight” 
work should be reduced toa minimum. Doubtless 
many of the constitutional ailments with which 
humanity suffers are contracted by night exposure, 
and in the Army especially, life is frequently short- 
ened by sequences of this kind of work. 








THE passage by the Senate, June 14, of S. bill No. 
8716, providing for lineal promotion and for ex- 
amination before promotion adds largely to «the 
chances of this measure becoming a law during the 
present Congress, if not the present session. The 
House Military Committee has already reported, 
with a favorable and unanimous recommendation, 
a House bill identically the same; so that the only 
delay in the Lower House will be that incident to 
the difficulty in getting the bill up for consideration 
in view of the crowded condition of the calendar. 
Inasmuch as the bill carries no appropriation with 
it, and War Department officials are practically 
unanimous in urging favorable action, there is lit- 
tle reason to doubt that it will be passed if it can 
once be reached. 





A WESTERN correspondent writes; ‘* ‘ Discharge 


by purchase’ is now an accomplished fact, It has 
been long in coming, but the general verdict is 
‘better late than never.’ Now let Congressmen 
cease bothering the Secretary of War to grant dis- 
charges by way of favor. Send the money with 
the papers, and so save delay.” 








THE award of the contracts for the construction 
of the three new vessels, for which bids were open ed 
last week, bas been made after several days’ careful 
deliberation by the Secretary of the Navy, during 
which the subject was discussed by the President at 
Cabinet meeting and the bureau officers of the Navy 
Department. The Messrs. Wm. Cramp and Sons, Phil- 
adelphia, get the 8,100-ton armored cruiser on their 
bid for contractor’s designs at $2,985,000. The Union 
Iron Works get the 5,300-ton ship on the Depart- 
ment designs, at $1,796,000, and the Naval Academy 
practice vessel goes to Moore and Co., of Elizabeth- 
port, N. J.,on the Department designs, at $250,000. 
F. W. Wheeler, of West Bay, Mich., was a lower 
bidder, by $5,000, than the Moore Company, but the 
Department's attention being called to an old treaty 
with Great Britain of 1814, which stipulates that no 
vessel of more than 100 tons and carrying more than 
one gup shall be built or stationed on the Lakes, it 
was decided at Cabinet meeting that the Department 
would not be justified in breaking this treaty stipu- 
lation, and consequently the lowest bid was rejected. 
Besides, it is said, Mr. Wheeler did not regard his bid 
as a profitable one and waa very giad to be left out. 
The plans contemplated in Messrs. Cramps’ bid for 
the 8,100 ton ship are practically those of the De- 
partment, except that the boilers are to te pluced 
in three compartments instead of tno. The changes 
will tend to increase the cost of the vessel some- 
what. They are undoubtedly improvements if they 
can be made without increasing the length of the 
vessel too much or decreasing the boiler power. The 
Secretary was very anxious to have theshbip built 
on the Atlantic Coast, and practically allowed the 
Cramps to amend their proposition after the bids 
had been opened. 


Aw active effort is being made by the friends of 
Captain Charles B. Stivers, U.S. A., retired, to se- 
cure legislation during the present session of Con- 
egress confirming his status as a retired officer of the 
Army. Ever since the decisions of the Court of 
Claims in 1885 in the cases of McBiair, Miller and 
others to the effect that an officer cannot be legally 
restored to the Service by a simple revocation of a 
previous order of dismissal, Captain Stivers has 
been in more or less danger of being dropped from 
the rolls of the Army. Secretary Endicott had fully 
intended to take such action, but went out of office 
before doing so. Secretary Proctor finally con- 
sented to defer action in the caseuntil Congress had 
an opportunity to consider the matter, no pay, 
however, being allowed pending such consideration. 
Unless something is done during the present session 
it is feared that the Department will be constrained 
to drop Captain Stivers’s name from the Army Reg- 
ieter entirely; bence the activity on the part of his 
friends to secure early action. 














THe Kansas City Times, referring to our editorial 
remarks in the JouRNAL of June 7, on the subject of 
prohibition and Army canteens, says: “ The article 
well expresses the idea of all men who have respect 
for the rights and opinion of others, but not of the 
crank probibitionists. In both Leavenworth and 
Junction City, the towns adjacent to Forts Leaven- 
worth and Riley, respectively, liquors and beers are 
sold in large quantities and in places as open asa 
saloon. The theory that to prevent enlisted men 
from purchasing beer on reservations as described 
in the provision of the Army bill in obedience and 
respect to the State law would be all very well if 
prohibition was what its name implies, but it is not. 
The law is violated in every town in the State and 
with the sanction of the law officers of the State. 
The canteen act passed by Congress is the most in- 
finitesimal yet dangerous piece of legislation that 
ever received its approval. The days of statesman- 
ship have passed and the demagogues and hypo- 
crites are in the saddle.”’ 








THE assignment of the recent West Point gradu- 
ates to regiments and companies is one of the sub- 
jects now receiving the attention of War Depart- 
ment officials. Thirty-four vacancies are in pros- 
pect by July 1, leaving thirty graduates to be as- 
signed as additionals. The. vacancies actually ex- 
ieting at present are one each in the 2d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 
7th, 8th, 9th, 12th, 13th, 16th, 17th, 21st, 23d and 25th; 
two each in the 3d, 14th and 19th, and threein the 
18th Infantry, making 23 in all im the infantry arm. 
In the cavalry there are seven vacancies, one each 
in the 2d, 3d, 4th and 8th, and three in the 10th. The 
artillery is still onein excess of the authorized quota, 
and in the Engineer Corps three in excess. The res- 
ignations of Capts. Spencer and Young, one to take 





effect in August and the latter in Febryary nezt, 





will open the way for the advancement of two ad- 
ditionals in the Engineer Corps, and the appoint- 
ment of a heutevant of ordnance will take up the 
last of the additiovals in the artillery. It is ex- 
pected that the four senior graduates will be as- 
signed as additionals in the Engineer Corps. The 
chief of engineers, it is understood, has requested 
that number. There will probably bea very liberal 
number of assignments as additionals to the Artil- 
lery Corps, also, in anticipation of the passage of 
the Artillery bill. The probabilities, therefore, are 
that the majority of the additionals will come from 
those standing well up in the class. 





Tae Board of Commissioners of Gettysburg Monu- 
ments has decided to hear representatives from the 
several Reserve regiments at Gettysburg on July 10 
next, as to the location of the monuments contracted 
for by the Commission, Taggart’s Times says: “ It 
may be stated that New York has appropriated 
$300,000 for a Memorial Hall for the preservation of 
tropbies and mementoes of the creat battle by New 
York troops, and Secretary of War Endicott gave 
permission to erect this ball in the National Ceme- 
tery. Lf New York is willing to expend thia sum of 
money to perpetuate the bravery and courage of 
her sons, certainly Pennsylvania should be willing 
to do as much for her troops, by erecting a grand 
Memorial Hall on Little Round Top, where the 
heroic deeds, not only of the Pennsylvania Reserves, 
but of all the Pennsylvania troops that took part in 
tbe great battle, may be preserved for generations 
yet unborn to gaze upon.” 








THE Army and Navy Gazette comes boldly out for 
conscription for the British Army, saying: “There 
is not a soldier whose opinion on professional sub- 
jects is worth a pinch of snuff who does not in his 
beart of hearts long for the introduction into our 
military system of conscription, in a modified form 
adapted to our circumstauces. And we think that 
soldiers are very much to blame for allowing the 
belief that all is well with us, or the assumption of 
it, to exist among the people. * * It is not a 
question of money. No expenditure and no money 
payments can or could be equivalent to the strength 
conferred” on the State by the power of enrolling 
the people for their own salvation. As it is, our 
* good, sound, solid’ system costs more than seven- 
teen millions for an Army vot one-third the num- 
ber of that which France keeps up for twenty-two 
millions, or of that which Germany maintains for 
twenty millions.” 








THe joint resolution autborizing Commander 
Dennis W. Mullan, U. 8. N., to accept a medal pre- 
sented to him by the Chilian Government “as a 
memento of his presence with the Headquarters of 
the Chilian Army at the battles of Chorillos and Mi- 
rafiores in Peru in 1880," gave rise to some debate on 
the general subject of our officers accepting decora- 
tions from foreign Governments. Senators Ed- 
monds and Cockrell opposed the principle as well as 
the particular case, the latter saying: “ We might 
just as well pass an act of Congress authorizing 
every officer who bas been to the Paris exposition or 
the Vienna exposition, or to our own exposition for 
that matter, if somebody with the style of a lord or 
a duke, or something of the kind, shall hand bima 
pocket knife or a handkerchief or a walking cane, 
to accept it.” The bill went over without final 
action. 


Tue New York Sun, referring to the recent bene- 
ficial acts providing for the retention of a certain 
portion of the monthly pay of the enlisted men of 
the Army, purchase of discharge, etc., asks the 
pertinent question: “ Will there various devices 
decrease desertion? * * How all this will work it 
is difficult tu say. * * But the experiment is in- 
teresting and important, and of its ability to reduce 
desertions, which is the primary purpose, there can 
be very little doubt.”” We bave faith ourselves in 
these several measures, believing that with a just 
but firm discipline and a conscientious discharge of 
duty by all concerned—the euperior and the sub- 
ordinate—many of the depressing evils under which 
the Army has labored fur some years past will be 
very considerably eliminated if not done away with 
altogether. 


An Ottawa despatch says: Capt. Hildebrand, 
Royal Engineers, now here, has spent the past six 
months inspecting the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
between Montreal and the Pacific Coast, and will 
report on the strategic importance of that road asa 
military bighway to the Indies. He remained at 
Vancouver for six weeks in order to be able to sug- 
gest further alterations in the plans for the proposed 
fortifications at that point, in addition to shore bat- 
teries. Several islands guarding the entrance tothe 
harbor will be strongly fortified. 











Tux Boston Post, referring to the New York Her- 
ald’s description of the defenceless state of Boston 


Harbor, says; “The article is vsloulated to give the 
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cold sbivers to every Bostonian who readsit. The 
worst of it is that the conclusions are perfectly true 
—the only mitigating circumstance being that no 
enemy is in sight or even on the way. And al- 
though the urgent need of proper fortifications and 
ordnance bas been frequently explained before by 
military and naval authorities we remain just as 
defenceless as ever.” 








THE Canadian Militia Gazette says: ‘The contin- 
uous cliticism, by ill-informed writers, of General 
Sir Fred. Middleton in connection with the disap- 
pearance of Bremner’s furs from the Government 
storehouse at Battleford, has occasioned the appear- 
ance in a number of leading dailies of a lengthy and 
well written letter, clearly explaining the slight ex- 
tent of the General’s interferencein the matter, and 
showing from the evidence how little blameworthy 
he is. Wetrustit will serve the intended purpose 
of removing from the popular mind the mistaken 
impression created by mischievous newspaper re- 
ports. Noone who has read the evidence can pre- 
tend fora moment that the General acted in any 
way dishonorably, and it is cowardly to attempt, by 
baseless imsinuations, to cast a slur on his good 
pame.”’ 








Tue San Francisco Report settles the fate of the 
Emperor of Germany and various European mat- 
ters in a ruthless way. It says: ‘“‘ The abscess in 
the ear will probably drive William insane before it 
kills him. In the meantime Russia will wait, and so 
will France, the former building strategic railroads 
and the latter making Lebel rifles and smokeless 
powder. The sword of fate will remain suspended 
over Europe, pending the development of an abscess 
in a young man’s ear.”’ 








As WE go to press, it cannot be determined who 
will succeed General Holabird to the position of 
Quartermaster-General of the Army. Reports in- 
dicate that the place lies between Generais Tomp- 
kins and Bingham and Colonel Batchelder, but, as 
the President bas so far kept hisown counsel, every- 
thing is as yet speculation.

KIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The sub-committee of tbe House Appropriation 
Committee, in charge of the Fortification bill, is 
still engaged in considering the amendnents made 
by the Senate totbat measure. ‘The Secretary of 
War and other officials of the Department bave 
been cailed upon for opinions in regard to the plan 
proposed by tbe Senate amendments for encour- 
aging the private manufacturer. Generally speak- 
ing they do pot object to a liberal allowance for the 
mabufacturer of guns by contract, but there is de- 
cided opposition tothe amendmen: of the Senate, 
striking out the clause for enlarging the gun shop 
at Waterviert. Itis expected that the House con- 
fevees will vigorously oppose this particular amend 
ment of the Senate. - F 

The bill, H. R. 8394, allowing enlisted men of the 
Army to count war service as double timein com- 
putiug the thirty years necessary for retirement, is 
advanced one point furtber toward final passage by 
a favorable and unanimous report made by theSen- 
ate Military Committee on June 13. The commitee 
madea slight amendment whereby service in the 
Navy way be included in the war service referred 
to. The early passage of this bill may be expected. 

The bill to credit the accounts of Maj. Jos. W. 
Wham, paymaster, with $23.345, the amount of Gov- 
ernment funds stolen from him in Arizona Jast year, 
was passed by the Sevate on June 14. 

The Naval Appropriation bill is still awaiting the 
action of the conferees appointed to adjust the dif- 
ferences between the two Houses.

ORDNANCE EXPERIMENTS AT WEST POINT. 


SomME ordnance experiments bave recently been 
conducted by the Instructor of Ordnance and Gun- 
nery at the Military Academy, Capt. Henry Met- 
calfe, O. D.. U. 8. A. They were intended to sum- 
marize all the instruction in ordnance and to apply 
it in such a practical manner as to deepen the im- 
pression made by study. Success in this bas gone 
far beyond expectations. The field experiments 
bave developed an important side of the instruc- 
tion which bas surprised many officers who bave 
never been under fire, that is, in the number of cir- 
cumstances which limit the destructiveness of an 
apparently deadly fire. If a Gatlingis fired ata 
board fence the target looks as if no man present 
could escape, but fire at anirregular line of skir- 
mishers on broken ground partly above and below 
the plane of oscillation and the wonder is where all 
the bullets goto. So also with the slightest forms 
of eartbern defences. 

The effect has been to inspire the cadets with a 
confidence as to the chances of surviving the effects 
of fire which nothing short of actual service could 
apparently give them. Their expressions to this 
effect, in the reports upon whicb this article is 
based, are frequent and spontaneous. We give here 
asummary of the result of these experiments, be- 
lieving that they will interest the Army and that 
their principles may be usefully applied at the Army 
Scbools of A pplication. 

The main idea of the field experiments is to ob- 
serve the effects of fire under conditions as nearly as 
possible like those of service. 

The great value of gun pits as protection to ita 
eapnopeers and gun, was very forcibly illustrated. 
But one dummy, most exposed by far, was struck 
and the gun not at all affected by it. The recoil of 
the small arms seemed to cause considerable annoy- 
ance to some men, indicating the necessity for train- 
ing troops in this sort of fire, toavoid the consequent 
waste of ammunition through inaccurate aim and 
loose firing. The Gardner gun gave the most satis- 
factory results and from its ease of working, 
strength and simplicity of construction, would in- 
dicate many important advantages it possesses over 
some of its rivals. It was also shown that rapid 
magazine fire may not be quite as effective as the 
slower fire of single loaders. 

A proportion of hits among men standing, kneel- 
ing and lying down ws in nearly direct ratio to the 
surface exposed with perhaps greater proportionate 
safety in lying down. 

Very good results were obtained with Sbrapnel as 
compared with machine guns and aimed small arm 
tires. In the potent fuctor of time the cannon 
is of course at a disadvantage, but ia efficiency 
against troops well lodged, strong columns of close 
lines advancing to an attack, the case shot would be 
effective. 

The percentage of hits with Sbrapnel from 3 in. 
M. L. R. was about 4 per cent., with the 3.2 in. B. L. 
rifle 5 per cent. This was about one-tnird of the 
bits of the small arm and machine gun tires.

EXPERIMENTS OF 1890. 


The experiments consisted in firiug at a body of 
skirmishers, with the Gatling gun, with the Lee gus, 
as a single loader, and with the Lee gun as a maga- 
zine guo. The vaiues show the greatest efficiency for 
the Lee magazine gun, next for the Gatling, and 
least for the Lee single loader. The propor- 
tion of hits to shots was much greater in 
both cases with the Lee gun than with the 
Gatling, the efficienvy of the hand arm as a sin- 
gle loader being reduced by the longer time re-- 
quired for firing. The efficiencies were .038, .028, 
and .049. It was noticed that the number of men 
kneeling and lying down hit by the Gatling was io 
larger proportion to the total number of hits than 
the number hit by the Lee gun. The effect of de- 
finite aiming at each fire is to give the most of the 
hits on the men standing, as they are more promi- 
nent. ‘Tbe machine gun distributes the hits morein 
accordance with the surface exposed. For rapidity 
of tire the Accles feed of the Gatling was found far 
superior to the others. 

One hundred shots were fired in two sec- 
onds, or at the rate of three thousand shots per 
minute. Fire from the Gatling gun is distributed in 
a plane, and if the ground be irregular it is impos- 
sible to reach all points. Considerable care is taken 
to get the proper elevation of the piece, so that the 
plane of oscillation shall most nearly coincide with 
the surface of the objects aimed at. 

The Gardner gun worked very finely; the shots 
were fired with perfect regularity and seemed to 
go to the very point aimed at. The gun became 
choked, but not until nearly the whole number of 
shots had bewn fired in the most satisfactory man- 
ner. Although the gun can not be fired nearly so 
fast as the Gatling, it shows a good value for effi- 
ciency, exceeding that of the Hotchkiss or the Lee 
magazine guo at the sume target. Twenty shots 
were fired with the Hotchkiss gun, and, assuming 
15 pieces to each shell, the efficiency was found to 
be .024; the gun became jammed woile being fired, 
because the cartridges were too short for the hop- 
per. ‘The Hotchkiss projectiles cut away the para- 
pet more rapidly than any of the others. The effect 
on the gun carriage and the detachment show that 
both would be quickly disabled. The chief defect 
observed in the use of the Gardner gun ap- 

to be chargeable to the want of uni- 
ormity in ammunition. The Hotchkiss cannon 
is altogether superior to machine guns, as it has no 
complicated mechanism to get outoforder. The 
greater deliberation in firing,and thesmaller amount 
of smoke insured more correct aim. The machine 
guns simply disabled the cannoneers, while the 
Hotchkiss tore down the parapet and damaged the 
ups and carriages. Most of the shots from the 
ardner gun shot the same man. 

When a projectile 1s fired containing a large num- 
ber of buliets, 75 to 170, any failure in explosion or se- 
rious error in range, will result in a total failure for 


the whole number, instead of effecting a single bul- 
let. as in the case of small arms. 

The suecess of the time fuze with the shell is much 
better than with the Sbrapnel. The number of hits 
were 14,

THE TUCSON COURT-MARTIAL. 


On Tune 14 Capt. T. E. True, A. Q. M., witness in 
the Miltimore case, testified that the lowest bid he 
bad received for rent of offices forthe two pav- 
masters and quartermasters was $75 per month. To 
this would have to be added the pay fora night watch- 
map, which would bring the total expenses consid- 
erably above the amount now paid. Capt. Murray,4th 
Cav., testified that Capt. Miltimore told bim on sey- 
eral occasions tbat the property in which Miltimore 
resided was his and he bad observed many in)prove- 
ments which Miltimore had made. Maj. A. 3S. Kim- 
ball testified that wher the lease was sent to him for 
renewal he understood the lease covered the same 
two rooms as the first lease. Being in Mr. Boch’s 
name be inferred then that she was the actual 
owner. He intrusted to Capt. Miltimore the renting 
of the offices at Tucson ; that the price paid was $35 
each for the two paymasters’ offices and $50 for the 
office and storeroom of the disbursing quartermas- 
ter; that the prices seemed reasonable, and he had 
no reason to question Capt. Miltimore’s action. He 
further testified that (upt. Miltimore, since he had 
beep ou duty at Tucson, had disbursed more than 
$900,000, and up to the time of his being relieved his 
integrity had never been questioned. 

Charles R. Drake, Receiver of Public Moneys, and 
three old residents testified thatthe rent for pay- 
masters’ offices is not atallexorbitant. W. J. Os- 
borne, notary public, said he did not remember tak- 
ing acknowledgment of the deed from Miltimure 
to Boch, as testified by Bocb. 

On June 16 the Court adjourned until June 19, to 
await the arrival of witnesses. 

The trial of Major A. 8. Kimball, chief quarter- 
master, Dept. Arizona, on the charge of negligence 
10 the execution of a lease for offices at Tucson, be- 
can June 18. After the first witness was sworn, 
Major Kimball entered an objection to the intro- 
duction of any testimony tending to show that the 
rentals under the leases in question were exorbitant 
or that diligence was not used by him tosatisfy him- 
self that the amvuunt of rent to be paid by the 
United States Government was reasonable and 
proper. This on the ground that it is not the duly 
of the chief quartermaster, but of the commanding 
officer and the quartermaster present at a station to 
provide necessary quarters and offices, and that the 
chief quartermaster is powhere recognized as hav- 
ing any duty whatever ia connnection therewith. 
Capt. Miltimore, tbe local quartermaster at ‘l'ucson, 
did perform his duty and afterward submitted the 
leases to the chief quartermaster to be signed, as re- 
quired by the regulations. 

Col. Weeks, chief quartermaster, Dept. of Texas, 
a member of the Court, testified that it was custom- 
ary for and tne duty of the local quartermaster to 
provide offices for disbursing officers at his station, 
and in effect that the course followed by Major 
Kimball in the execution of leases was identical 
with that pursued by him. Major Kimball then 
submitted to the Court a letter written by Brig.- 
Gen. Grierson to the Adjutant-General saying that 
that in the writer’s judgment Major Kimball bad 
not beep guilty of any negligence justifying his 
trial by court-martial, and he, therefore, asked that 
the charges agaiust Kimball be fully investigated by 
the judge advocate or any other disinterested offi- 
cer, and that pending such iuvestigation the order 
for bis trial be suspended. 

Major General Nelson A. Miles has recommended 
that further proceedings in Major Kimball’s case be 
suspende.d 

A despatch from Tucson, June 19, says: The trial 
of Major;Kimball closed this morning. ‘he Court 
considered its verdict but a few minutes,and findings 
have been forwarded direct to Washington, but 
they will not be made public until passed upon by 
the Secretary of War. There 1s no doubt that the 
verdict is an bonorable acquittal. 

The case of Captain Miltimore will be resumed to- 
morrow.

THE BRAINS OF WEST POINT. 


OnE of tke present Board of Visitors to the Mili- 
tary Academy is Amos J. Cummings, M. C. and one 
of the editors of the New York Sun. Ina letter to 
that paper he gives an interesting description of the 
professors of the Military Academy. From this we 
condense what follows: 

THE ACADEMIC BOARD. 


Col. Jobn M. Wilson bears a remarkable resem- 
blance to the late Lieut.-Gen. Wm. J. Hardee of the 
Confederate service, author of the standard text 
book on tactics. The colouel has a humorous face 
and a grizzly moustache and goatee. His perceptive 
faculties are strongly developed. He has heavy eye- 
brows and a true military bearing. Col. Wilson 
was born in Washington in 1837. He bad military 
tastes wheu a mere boy. He tried to secure an ap- 
pointment to West Point, but was at first unsuccess- 
ful. At this time he was a page in the United States 
Senate. Afterwards he accompanied Duke Gwin to 
California. They went there by way of Panama, 
making the journey over the Isthmus upon the back 
of a mule. Wilson pext went to Olympia, W. T., 
and in 1855 was appointed a cadet to the Military 
Academy by the Delegate from that Territory. Iino 
his last year at the Academy he became first captain 
of the corps. He graduated in 1860 with Horace Por- 
ter, James H. Wilson, Wesley Merritt, and others. 
Col. Wilson served throughout the war. 

Lieut. Wm. C. Brown, of the 1st Cavalry. is the 
adjutant of the post. Heisasharp-featured young 
man, of good executive ability. He has had consid- 
erabie experience on the frontier. The adjutant is 
to be succeeded by Lieut. John M. Carson, of the 5th 
Cavalry. Carson is tall and fine looking. Heis a 
son of Major John M. Carson, Washington corre- 
spondent of the Philadelphia Ledger, and clerk of 
the Ways and Means Committee; the man who 
coached Major MéKinley while steering his Tariff 
bill through the House. Carsoa graduated from the 
Academy four years ago, and will not go on duty as 
adjutant until July 1. 

Capt. Wm. F. Spurgio, of the 2lst Infantry, is the 
Post Commissary of Subsistence and Post Treasurer. 
He is a man framed like Gen. John Sedgwick. 

The cadets frequently shout: ** What event bas 
penne | the most importance at the Military Acad- 
emy 

All reply: “* The relief of Gen. Discontent at Mess 
Hail and the advent of Gen. Spurgin.” 

Spurgin was at one time a cadet at West Point, 
and knows how to allay discontent. 

The Assistant Quartermaster is Capt. “harles W. 
Williams. He is as short and thin as Napoleon when 
he took command of the army of italy, and fully 
as swartby. He married a niece of Gen. John B. 
Gordon. The captain was appointed a cadet from 
Kentucky, and graduated from the Academy in 1875. 
He was prominent io suppressing the railroad dis- 
turbances in Penusylivania in 1877. 

Lieut. Daniel H. Boughton, of the 3d Cavalry, is 
officer of police and assistant to the Quartermaster. 
He is one of the handsomest officers on the post. He 
married a charming woman, a niece of Col. Wi!son. 
He came from lowa and was graduated in 1881. 

The post surgeon is Major Henry McElderry. [no 
some respects Major MvElderry resembles Grover 
Cleveland. He served in the war as a private in the 
10th Maryland Lufantry. 

Major Rob-rt H. White is asurgeon on temporary 
duty. Heis probably the most attentive officer on 
the post tu the ladies, and fully as agreeable as atten- 
tive. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wm. P. Compton is not 
taller than the hero of Trafalgar. He is ason of 
Barnes Compton, of Maryland. 

Such is the staff of the Superintendent. 

Gen. Peter 5. Michie (pronounced Mikey) resem- 
bles the late President Garfield. He has a keen eye 
and great power of expression. He is a Professor 
of the Department of Natural and Experimental 
Philosopby and the author of valuable and scientific 
treatises On Wave motion and on mechanics. He was 
graduated from West Point in 1863, and, before the 
war had closed, was a brigadier-general. Being No. 
2in bis class, he entered the corps of engineers and 
served in the operativns against Charlestou in 1863- 
64. He located the Swamp Angel for Gen. Gillmore, 
which threw shells into Charleston, five miles. 

After graduation he expected to have about a 
month’s leave of absence. He had been at home 
about a week when he received orders to report to 
Gilimore, and left atonce. He bad married a beauti- 
ful youopg woman that morning. and did not see his 
bride again for two years. He was sent up to Folly 
Island and placed in charge of the construction of 
batteries to be used in the assault upon Morris 
Island. On Juve 11 he was incommand of the right 
half of the batteries when they opened fire. The 
lower end of Morris Island wastaken. Michie next 
built the breeching batteries against Fort Sumter. 
Subsequently he was in charge of the stores, and was 
the first officer to enter Fort Wagoer aiter its cap- 
ture. From there he went down into Fiorida ana 
was at the battle of Olustee. Thence he went up to 
Virginia and was made assistant engineer of the 
Army of the James under Butler. He was chief en- 
gineer of that army after that, and was brevetted 
after the capture of Fort Harrison. Michie was in 
charge of the construction of the Dutch Gap Canal. 
He was in the march to Appomattox Court House, 
and saw the surrender of Lee. He was in charge of 
tbe surveys of the field about Richmond for a year 
afterwards. 

Lieut. Sedgwick Pratt, Prof. Michie’s assistant, is 
anephew of Gen. Heury B. Clitz and of Admiral 
Chtz, of the Navy. te has been 23 years lieutenant 
of artillery. He has a fiae character and disposition, 
and isa universal favorite at West Point. He was 
named after Gen. John Sedgwick, the illustrious 
commander of the Sixth Army Corps. Clitz is a man 
of great ability and industry. A more modest and 
retiring officer was never seen. He is quitean artist, 
and the inventor of Piatt’s range finder, a very im- 
portant military instrument. He was engaged in 
euppressiug the Pittsburgh riots in 1877. Heisa son 
of Col. Henry ©. Pratt, a paymaster in the United 
States Army. When a lieutenant of volunteers he 
—_ for nine mooths on the staff of John Sedg- 
wick. 

The instructors in the Department of Natural and 
Experimental Philosophy are lst Lieut. James S. 
Pettit, of the lst Lnfantry, and 2d Lieut. Joho Bel-

Lieut. John Bellinger Bellinger is a bright, dapper 
little gentlemen and an officer of the Sth Cavalry. 

Lieut. Wallace Mott, a scion of a Quaker family 
on Long Island, is in charge of the observatory and 
— observation. He is a man of great 
a y. 

Prof. Geo. L. Andrews was graduated at the head 
of bis class in 1851. He resigned and entered civil 
life. At the outbreak of the war he rejoined the 
Army as lieutenant colonel of the 2d Massachusetts 
Voluateers. He served with gallantry and distino- 
tion. After the war he became a planter in Wasb- 
ington county, Miss. Heremained here until 1867. 
Then he became United States Marshal in Massachu- 
setts until 1871, when he was appointed professor of 
French at the Military Academy. He has been 
here ever since. 

The Assistant Professor of the Spanish Language 
is Capt. Edward E. Wood, of the 8th Cavalry. He is 
a stout, full biooded, soldierly looking man. Before 
becoming a cadet he enlisted in September, 1862, in 
a Pennsylvania regiment, and served in Gen. Wil- 
sou’s command. He became Ist sergeant, then Ist 
lieutenant. He has seen mach service on the fron- 
tier, and has been here twice as Professor of Mod- 
ern Languages. 

Lieut. J. F. ~~ Landis, a nephew of the 
Gen. Reynolds who was killed at Gettysburg, is 
Assistant Professor of the French Language. He is 
every inch a soldier. Once a year be goes to France 
to study the language and make himself more pro- 
ficient in the discharge of his duties. He looks like 
the President of the French Republic. Sadi-Carnot. 

There are five instructors in the Department of 
Modern Languages—Lieuis. Warren P. Newcomb, 
Charles H. Hunter, William W. Forsyth, Benjamin 
Alvord, and Samuel D. Sturgis. Hunter is a nephew 
of Gen. David H. Huoter. Forsyth comes from a 
well-known Georgia family. Alvord is a son of the 
late paymaster-general. Sturgis isa a son of old Sam 
Sturgis, well known at Fort Sturgis. 

The next Department is that of drawing. At its 
head stands Prof. Charies W. Larned. 

The Assistant Professor of Drawing is Lieut. Mont- 
gomery M. Macomb, a grand-nephew of the general 
who commanded the land forces at the battle of 
Plattsburg. Uno his mother’s side heisa Rodgers, 
a cousin of Raymond Rodgers and a cousin of the 
admirals and commodores of that name. He is 
a short, stout gentleman with auburo hair. He 
sailed for Europe the other day to continue his 
studies in foreign couatries. 

The instructors are Lievt. Hamilton Rowen of the 
2d Artillery and George H. Cameron of the 7th Cav- 
alry. Rowan 1s tbheson of Paddy Rowan, the Ad- 
mira!. Cameron is a great favorite with the cadets, 
and umpires all their ball games. The best prvof of 
his fairness is the fact that be is still ative and weil. 

Colonel Edgar W. Bass is the Professor of Mathe- 
matics. He was a private in the Eighth Min- 
nesota Volunteers, and became cuartermaster’s 
sergeant in 1862, and served against the Sioux ln- 
dians till June, 1864. “ Bass is a man of perbaps the 
best judgment I ever met,” said Gen. Michie re- 
cently. “He wasthe assistant of Dr. Peters in the 
New Zealand Expedition in 1874. The American 
party gottwoor three hundred photographic con- 
tacts--more than any other party. Their success 
was due to Lieut. Bass’s study and foresight.”” Bass 
is a man of independent means, whose love for West 
Point is unbounded. Heis said to be the best in- 
structor the Academy has ever bad. Gen. Schofield 
was once a professor here, and a magnificent teacher 
be was. But all agree that Bass more than equals 
him in ability. Col. Wilson says that if a boy cannot 
understand the expianations of such men as Church, 
Schotield, and Bass he bad better go ashore at once, 
for his career at the Academy will be short. 

The Assistant Professor of Mathematics is Lieut. 
John A. Lundeen of the 4th Artillery. He was born 
in Sweden, and appointed from Minnesota. 

Wright P. Edgerton is another leutenant detailed 
to duty in the Department of Mathematics. The 
other instructors in mathematics are: Lieuts. Chas. 
R. Noyes, Harry C. Benson, George F. — 5 Ww. B. 
Jackson, Samuel D,. Freeman, and Henry ©. Hodges. 
All are West Point graduates. 

Prof. Samuel E. Tillman, the Professor of Chem- 
istry, Mineralogy and Geology, is a relative of Con- 
gressman George D. Tillman of South Carolina. He 
succeeded Prof. Kendrick, a beacon light of the 
Academy. He was appointed at large. 

The Assistant Professor is Lieut. John P. Wisser. 
He is a fertile writer on all matters connected with 
the profession of arms. He frequently visits Furope, 
and is thoroughly acquainted with all of the im- 
provements in the Euro n armies. 

The instructors are Lieuts. Erasmus M. Weaver, 
William P. Fiyon, and William W. Hubbard. 

The professor in the Department of History, Geo- 
graphy, and Ethics is Dr. William M. Postlethwaite, 
chaplain of the post. He is a handsome gentleman, 
with side whiskers and a fine presence. 

The Assistant Proitessor is Lieut. Frank L. Dodds 
of the 9th Infantry. He is oneof the finest and 
mest popular officers in the Academy. 

The instructor in the Department of History and 
Ethics is Francis J. Kernan of the 21st [nfantry. 

William Wintbrop, a Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Deputy Judge-Advocate-General of the Army, is 
the professor in the Department of Law. Heis a 
relative of the late President Woolsey of Yale Col- 
lege and a brother of Theodore Winthrop, the au- 
thor of “* Cecil Dreeme,”’ killed at Big Bethel. __ 

The Professor of the Department of Civil and Mili- 
tary. Engineering is James Mercur, a relative of 
Judge Mercur, of Pennsylvania. He is one of the 
brightest officers in the Academy. The instructors 
are Lieut. Lansing H. Beach, of tbe Corps of Eag- 
ineers and Joseph E. Kubn, of the same corps. 

Lieut. Col. Hamilton 8. Hawkins resembles the 
late Gen. H. Havelock in personnel and character. 
On Feb. 1, 1888, be was assigned ss commandant of 
cadets and instructor of tactics because ot bis sol- 
dierly character and reputation. He is a brother- 
in-law of Senator Gray, of Delaware. 

The senior Assistant instructor of Cavalry Tactics 
is Capt. Joseph H. Dorst, of the Fourth Cavairy. 
He is said to have more experience thao most officers 
of bis grade in Indian warfare. He chased the 
Apaches into the Sierra Madre mouctains years ago, 
and a finer cavalry officer never breathed. He 
leaves for Europe on a wedding trip in August, 
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The senior Assistant Instructor of Artillery Tactics 
is Lieut. John D. C. Hoskins. The senior Assistant 
Tostructor of go ! Tactics commanding a com- 
pany of cadets is Lieut. Charles J. Crane. The 
Assistant Instructor of Tactics commanding & com- 
pany of cadets is Lieut. Edward EB. Hardin of the 
Seventh Infantry. He i«a relative of the Col. Har- 
din who was killed at Buena Vista. The next In- 
structor of Tactics commanding a company of 
cadets is Lieut. William W. Galbraith of the Fifth 
Artillery. Lieut. Daniel 8. Tate is the Apollo Bel- 
vedere of the post. Lieut. Jobn A. Johnston is also 
an Assistant Lostructor of Tactics. 

The Iastructor of the Departmeut of Ordoance 
and Guopery is Capt. Henry Metcalfe, a son of old 
Dr. Metcalfe of New York.

The latest military inveution is an electric target. 
It consists essentially of two parts—one the target 
itself, and the other the electric registering appar- 
atus. The target is built up in sections. On a bullet 
striking the terget, the particular section hit is 
forced back, together with its corresponding spring, 
by the force of the impact. The spring strikes a 
vertical lever and causes it to fall into a horizontal 
position. By this means electrical communication 
1s established through contacts and a battery with 
the registering apparatus placed ac the firing-point, 
and an electric bell is simultaneously rung. To io- 
terrupt the circuit and stup the bell a cord is 
pulled, and a brush rises over the face of the target. 
removing the bullet splashes, and the lever is re- 
stored to its origivual position. A limited company 
bas already been established to work the invention, 
which promises to prove a must valuable one, if its 
merits come up to the standard of excellence claimed 
for them.—Army and Navy Gazette. 


A Paris pever bolds that the French artillery may 
be favorably compared to that of any other Euro- 
pean Power, The field guns range 9 kilos. Their 
breech system, which works on a hinge. 1s superior 
to tbe German screw. and enables the French gun- 
ner to fire more rapidly. The destructive power of 
melinite shells is so great that two steel towers with 
walls 101¢ in. thick, and two solid ramparts of gran- 
ite mounted on a layer of the bardest concrete 3 ft. 
thick, were pulverized 10 22 rounds. There is talk of 
a new explosive, 30 times stronger than melinite, 
— - ul render steel plates, coucretes, and granite 
useless!’ 


The Betblehem Iron Works has been awarded the 
contract for supplying the Ordnance Dopartment 
witb 10 sets of steel forgiugs for five-iuch siege guos 
at $1,942 per set; also the contract for furnishing a 
number of small steel plates for testing projectiles 
of small calibre rnpid-fire guo.

There will not be any formation for roll call at tattoo. but 
the prescribed signal will be sounded anu 15 minutes there- 
after all lights will be extinguished and ali noise and loud 
talking cease. At taps an inspection of quarters shall be 
made by ap officer of each company, who will rt to the 
officer of the duy the names of all enlisted men who may be 
absent without leave. Members of the press will be re- 
quired to conform tothe rules established tor the troops 


and camp. 

Application for passes must be made to head quarters, 
and, as a rule, passes will not be granted beyond tattoo of 
the day of issue. 

Company inspections will take place Sunday at 9.30 a. M.

THE second session of the Court-martial to try Capt. 8. P. 
Ryan of Co. G, was held at the armory of the 12th Regi-

CONNECTICUT. 


AGAIN the question arises, why cannot the authorities 
publish the date for encampment at Niantic earlier in the 
season? About 3,000 men have to make their plans for this 
week's absence from business some time in advance. Others 
who wish to bave their families or friends at the hotels in 
Niantic during camp week must engage their rooms long 
before or else get left. But itis with the young business 
men that the customary sbort notice works to the greatest 
disadvantage. Most of them get not over two weeks of 
vacation during the year. Most of them wish to so ar- 
range it as to have the extra week precede or follow the 
week atcamp. As it is now, however, they simply know 
that camp week will come some time in August or Septem- 

. This is too vague to admit of hiring an office substi- 
tute at the must convenient time—or, in some cases, hiring 
one at all, and it also ludes the possibility for others of 
arranging the outing in such a way as not to interfere with 
the outings of the other men in the office or establishment. 
This one annoyance alone bas done much toward keeping 
good men out of the service. Since the encampment is an 
established, anoual affair, the grounds all arranged, and 
everything in readiness from year to year, the reason for 
such delay on the part of headquarters is not apparent. It 
would seem that the announcement might be made by the 
middle of June at the latest. 

There were only 18 men of the whole 2d Regiment absent 
from the field day manceuvres at the battle of Meriden. 

Surgeon Benedict, of the 2d,is impressed with the idea 
that good bathing facilities might be furnished for the men 
in camp with small trouble. As it is now, they are encam 
on the bank of a river at the point where it emcties:into the 
Sound, Yet they cannot take a bath from the beginning 
to the end of the hot and dusty week. There are but two 
or three bouses near the river. Major Benedict holds that 
it is very detrimental tothe health to deprive the men of 
such a privi Under proper restrictions, and with a 
small expenditure for bath houses and the improvement of 
the beach near the water buttery, he thinks all objections 
could be removed. A body of 3,000 men perspiring all day 
and shut upin tents all night on the very edge of a fine 
body of warer, and not allowed to bathe therein, seems ab- 
surd. It isto be boped that Mejor Benedict will formulate 
some plan and presert it to headquarters. 

Complaiat is heard in many quarters that the time al- 
lotted for new men to quality to shoot for badges is too 
short. The limit new is July 1, or ovly one month after the 
close of the regular drill season. The limitation appears to 
many to be purely arbitrary and uncalled for. It isin the 
mentbs following July that the conditions for shooting are 
usually most favorabie and that the men themselves, em- 
ployed in factories and stores, have the best opportunities 
to leave their work and go to the range.

Tue Duke of Connaught has donated a Queen’s 
color as a prize to be competed for annually by the 
Cadet Corps of Moutreal.
